CG; For that is the defire ot my Soul to G OD for 

thee, and for all Mankind, which is the chief 

end of my Writing to the King at this time : And my 

humble Petition and Requeſt to the King is, that his de- 

light may be in the Law of the LORD, and in HIS 
Law to have thy Meditation day and night. 

For this was the Word which GOD put into my 
Heart for thee, when I was going on the Way near 
Patny; and hearing the King was to come that way, [ 
ſtood ſtill to ſee him ; and whilſt T ſtood ill, theſe were 
the Words that did riſe in my Heart to thee, Oh King. 

Bleſſed is the Man that doth wot walk in the Counſel of 
the Wicked, nor ſtand inthe Way of Sinners, nor fit in the 
Seat of the Scornful; but his delight is in the Law of the 
LORD, and in His Law doth he meditate Day and Night ;
